ON BERGER CASE 


New Trials Ordered for 
Socialist Editor and Four 
Co-Defendants on Es- 
pionage Charge.

| Three Justices Dissented, 

Holding That Landis 
Was Correct in Contin- 
uing to Hear Case. 


Washington, January 31.—Victor 
L Berger, socialist editor of Mil- 
waukee, and four co-defendants who 
were convicted and sentenced to 
terms ranging. from ten to twenty 
years for violation of the war-time 
espionage act, will be given new 
trialg under a decision today by the 
supreme court. 

Dividing, six to three, the court 
‘held that Federal District Judge 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis, of Chi- 
cago, was ineligible to conduct tne 
trial and should have retired upon 
the filing of an affidavit by the yde- 
fendants charging him with “per- 
sonal bias and prejudice” because of 
the nativity of certain of them. 

While Justice McKenna was read- 
ing ‘the majority opinion of the 
court, announcement,.came from the 
white house that President Wilson 
had overruled a recommendation of 
the department of justice that the 
sentence of Eugene V. Debs, pre-

Landis had erred in continuing to sit 
in the case after counsel for the 
defense had filed a properly-drawn 
affidavit of prejudice. Six members 
of the ccurt, including Chief Justice 
White, held that he did. Three 
other members, Justices Day, Pitney 
and McReynolds, held that he did 
not, and filed opinions sharply dis- 
serting from that of the majority. 

Justice McKenna, departing from 
hie written opinion, said it should 
be no importance to a judge whether 
he sat in any particular case. He 
added that the @ection of the judicial 
.code under which the affidavit was 
filed: was drawn to assure that the 
court not only would .be impartial, 
‘but would be free from even a sus- 
picion of partiality. 

Defines Duty. 

“We are of the opinion, therefore,” 
he continued, “that an affidavit 
upon information and belief, satis- 
fies the section and that upon its 
filing, if it shows the objectionable 
inclination or disposition of the 
judge, it is his duty to ‘proceed no 
further’ in the case. 

“The facis and reasons the affida- 
vit states are not frivolous and fan- 
ciful, but substantial and formid- 
able and they have relation to the 
attitude of- Judge Landis’ mind to- 
ward the defendants.” 

‘ The affidavit filed by Berger and 
the other defendants set forth as 


sonal bias and prejudice,” remarks 
the jurist made in passing sentence 
on August Weissenel, a German- 
American, on November 1, 1918. 
Judge Landis was alleged to have 
sajd then in substance: 

Quotes Judge.

Story of Kidnaping. 

Through her husband Mrs. With- 
erell gave out a brief story. of her 
abduction. It follows: 

“I was getting dinner last Tues- 
day night—mother Witherell was 
coming over—when he, the man I 
learned later was Floyd Carr, came 
to the door saying someone was 
calling for me—a woman hurt in an 


accident on the boulevard. [I had 
never seen him before, but I thought 
my husband’s mother had been hurt, 
so I went with him. We got into 
another machine down the street. An- 
other man whom I found out after- 
ward was Arthur Carr,’ was at the 
wheel. I rode in the back seat with 
the one who came to the house. 
“They did not say much and sud- 
denly I knew something was wrong.

$15,000 IS VOTED 
PLANNING BOARD 


$11,750 Appropriated by 
Council Finance Com- 
mittee for Repairs on 
Forsyth Street Viaduct. 


Finance committee of city coun- 
cil Monday afternoon appropriated 
$15,000 to the city planning cpmmis- 
sion work this year, and-also voted 
anlappropriation of $11,750 to repair 
the Forsyth street viaduct. , 
-Fifteen thousand dollars was de- 
clared by. R. R. Otis, a member of 
the commission, to be the minimum 
amount needed for the commission’s 
operation during the remainder of 
the year. Charles A. Wickersham, 
another member of the body, and 
Mayor Key, ex-officio member, 
were present and joined in the re- 
quest of Mr. Otis. 

When the finance committee was 
making up the January budget 
Mayor Key urged an appropriation 
for the planning commission of $25,- 
000. The committee, however, failed 
to vote any funds at all to the plan- 
ners, 

The budget of this body calls for 
the employment of a recognized ex- 
pert in city planning, a secretary, 
a draftsman and a stenographer. 
Negotiations are under way to pro- 
cure the services of Robert F. Whit- 
ten, noted planner and traffic and 
zoning expert. He mapped out the 
traffic and zoning systems of New 
York, Cleveland, Dallas and other 
large cities. The services of the 
commission will be purely advisory. 

Serious ,consequences, it is said, 
may oceur unless extensive repairs 
are made to the Forsyth street via- 
duct. The bridge is reported by the 
city engineer to be in grave dan- 
,xer of collapse unless the girders 
‘supporting the structure are re- 
newed. Gases from passing locomo- 
tives have eaten into the girders, 
causing them to weaken and be- 
come unsafe. 

Another appropriation of $500 was 
eae to a committee from the pub- 
lic schools to aid in defraying the 
cost of preparation and printing of 
a booklet advertising in picture and 
story Atlanta and her school sys- 
tem, the bodgklet to be distributed 
when the Georgia Educational asso- 
ciation meets in Atlanta tn May.

“NOT SURPRISED,” 


SAYS EUGENE DEBS; 


Socialist Prisoner Ex- 
presses Great Pleasure 
Over Reversal of Lower 
Court in Berger Case. 


“Not surprised,” was substantfal- 
ly the only comment made by Eu- 
gene V. Debs, for many years a 
prominent socialist leader and now 
inithe federal prison here, Monday, 


upon hearing that the recommenda- 


tion of the department of justice 
that his ten-year sentence under the 
espionage act be commuted effec- 
tive February 12, had been reject- 
ed by President Wilson. 

“I am not surprised at the. unfa- 
vorable action taken by Woodrow 
Wilson in my case, in ‘spite of, the 
recommendation of Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer,” he told Samuel Cas- 
tleton, his local attorney. “On the 
other hand, my age and health, as 
set forth in the attorney general’s 
recommendation, have nothing to do 
with the merits of my case.” 

Pleased Over ‘Berger Case. 

Debs expressed great pleasure 
at the news of the action of the 
United States supreme court in re- 
versing the lower court in the case 
of Victor L. Berger and four other 
socialist leaders. “The reversal will 
have a wholesome effect throughout 
the country,” he declared. “I didn’t 
see how anything else could happen 
when the supreme court reviewed 
all the facts in the case. Berger 
and his friends should never have 
been found guilty in the first 
Place.” 

“Eugene Debs will fight for the 
cause of freedom of speech for all 
Americans to the end of his days,” 
said Attorney Castleton Monday 
night. Castleton also said that the 
ex-candidate for president on the 
socialigt ticket would prepare a 
signed statement on the presidential 
action Tuesday.

The recom- 
mendation is understood to have 
suggested that Debs had been ade- 
quately punished by his confine- 
ment since June 15, 1919.

Called No Witness. 


When placed on trial at Cleveland 
Debs called no witnesses in defense 
and made the only argument on his 
own behalf. In appealing to the 
supreme court he attacked the ad- 
mission in evidence Dy the lower 
court of the St. Louis socialist plat- 
form, which he had indorsed, and 
records from the trial of Rose Pas- 
tor Stokes, and alleged that he had 
been tried on his “state of mind.”

Was Effective Today. 

The wage reduction was scheduled 
to go in to effect today.

“That they have revived the. old 
financial practices which prevhkiled 
previous to the passage of the Clay- 
ton act in 1914. 

“That they have contracted with 
concerns controlled by them for the 
repair of hundreds of locomotives 
and tens of thousands of freight cars 
at excessive prices. 

“That, in the above outlined prac- 
tices, they have conspired to inflate 
the cost of railroad operation .. . 
and especially to eharge all the 

sorganization and lack of economy 
t governmental policies inaugu- 
rated under your (Wlisen’s) admin- 
istration.” 

Touching upon the question of 
wage reduction in connection with 
the requested action by the board, 
Mr.. Atterbury said: 

“If the board will. abrogate the 
national agreements, the labor 
committee of the Asgociation of 
Railway Executives, will urge upon 
every railroad company a  par- 
ty to decision No. 27, that ao pro- 
posal for the reduction of basic 
wages shall be made within the 
next succeeding ninety days. This 
will afford an opportunity to gauge 
the’ economies which can be accem- 
plished through more efficient rules 
and working conditions. 

‘It will also afford additional] 
time in which to reahHze the bene- 
fits of a further decline in the cost 
of living.” 


Claims Groas Waste. 


“The national agreements, rules 
and working conditions forced on 
the railroads as wat measures,” 
the statement says, “cause gross 
waste and inefficiency.” 

“I estimate that the elimination 
of this waste would redtce railway 
operating expenses at least $300,- 
000,000 per “annum. It would be 
far better to save this sum by re- 
storing conditions of efficiency and 
economical operation than to re- 
@uce wages. : 7 

“Wé believe that as the wages 
of railroad employees were the last 
to go up, they should be the last 
to come down, but we do Insist that 
for an-ample wagé, an honest day’s 
work shall be given. 

“The public has a right to insist 
that this must be obtained. The 
public has also the right to’ expect 
that the railway executives; with 
the co-operation of the regulatory 
bodies and the employees will as 
aripidly insure a reduction in rates. 
Ultimately, a readjustment of basic 
wages will be required. Meantime, 
it is to be the interest of all egon- 
cerned, including labor, that the 
rules and working conditions shall 
be made conducive to the highest 
efficiengy In output per man, 


More Evidence. 


“The railroad committe presenting 
evidence for the abrogation of the 
national agreements have far from 
exhausted their evidence on this 
subject. But it will be dangerous 
to continue the consideration of 
these agreement rule by rule. If the 
board follows its present proce- 
dure, months will lapse before it 
can render its decision. 

“The urgent financial necessities 
of the railroads will not permit 


time’ for relief. Long ‘before the 
present detailed hearings are con- 
cluded the board will be flooded by 
appeals from individual railroads 
from all parts of the country for 
reductions in basic wages. It will 
be impossible for the board to hear 
and dispose of these separate cases 
upon their merits in time to avoid 
numerous receiverships and the pos- 
sibility of a national panic. Losses 
of railway net operating income are 
irreparable. You cannot make re- 
troactive tomorrow the savings that 
should have been made today 

‘Your board cannot possibly 
write the rules and working condi- 
tions of eVery railroad in this coun- 
try and adjust them equitably to 
varying geographical, operating and 
social conditions. 

Chaos Impends. 

“It rests entirely with your board 
to determine within the next few 
ddys whether this whole situation 
shall drift into chaos, and orderly 
procedure become impossible except 
at the price of rallroad bankruptcy, 
financial shock, and still wider un- 
employment. 

“The course which we are recom- 
mending is not only imperative, but 
equitable.” 

Perpetuation of the extraordinary 
provisions of the war period as the 
normal rules and working céndi- 
tions would be a’ aistinct violation 
of the promises of Président Wilson 
to investors of railway ‘securities, 
when the carriers were taken over 
by the federal railroad administra- 
tion in December, 1917, Mr. Atter- 
bury declared. Investors were guar- 
anteed, he: said, that their fights 
and interests would be as scrupu- 
lously guarded by the government 
as they had been for the directors 
of the rail systems, and that fed- 
eral control would be carried on 
with as little disturbance as possi- 
ble of the personnel of the roads. 

Plead for Retraction.- 

Conditional upon the abrogation 
of the national agreements by the 
labor board, the roads ask in ad- 
dition that the ‘basic rates for un- 
skilled labor, fixed at 39 to 48% 
cents per hour in the award of July, 
1920, be immediately retracted. The 
plea is made that inasmuch as rates 
for unskilled labor in other indus- 
tries have been greatly reduced 
Since the award became effective, 
the higher scale on the railroads 
works to the disadvantage of other 
employers, and “bears with grave 
injustice’ upon the great body of 
our farmers.” 

The appeal of the railway execu- 
tives is conclded with the declara- 
tion that “in our judgment, unless 
the. proposed measures be taken 
promptly by your board a situation 
will shortly develop in which order- 
ly procedure will become entirely 
impossible.”

“ON-FORONEY BIL 


Failing to Receive Unan- 
imous Consent for Vote,/ 
Republicans Would Lim- 
it Debate. ' 


Washington, January 31.—Senate 
republican leaders, in accordance 
with their program for procedure 
with the Fordhey emergency tariff 
bill today asked unanimous consent 
for a vote February 15, and upon 
objection, presented their Petition 
for cloture or limitation of debate. 

Senator Pomerene, democrat, 
Ohio, objected to the proposal for 
a vote February 15 after an address 
in which he denounced the bill-as 
“taxing about everything that 
goes on the breakfast table of the | 
workingman.” 

The clotute petition, presented by 
Senator Penrose, of Pennsylvania, 
in charge of the bill, bore names 
of thirty-four republican senators 
and will be voted on at 4 o'clock 
Wednesday. It requires a two- 
thirds vote for adoption and its 
defeat was conceded tonight by 
both republi s and democrats. 

Further Plans. 

In presenting the cloture plan, 
the first time an attempt has been 
made to invoke.it since the genate 
controversy over the Versailles 
treaty, Senator Penrose said he nad 
exhausted every reasonable effort 
to get an agreement for voting. 
He did not indicate what would “be 
done with the bill in event of de 
feat of the cloture, but Swunatore 
McComber, of North Dakota, and 
Borah, of Idaho, republicans, served 
notice they would attempt to hold 
the bill before the senate and make 
every effort to get a vote before 
the session ends. The- notices of 
these two senators were regarded 
as likely to change plans for lay- 
ing aside the bill in event of fail- 
ing of cloture. It was said that 
instead of side-tracking the bill 
formally, it probably would be laid 
aside temporarily from day to day 
to give consideration to the ses- 
sion’s appropriation bills. Private 
predictions were general, however, 
that there was little prospect of 
enactment of the measure. 

Senator Simmons, of North Caro- 
lina, senior democrat of the finance 
committee, announced his support 
of the proposal to vote February 
15 and Sehator Underwood, of Ala- 
bama, minority leader, offered no 
objection. The latter, however, 
denounced vigorously the proposal 
for cloture, declaring it contem- 
plated “gagging and_ throttling’. 
the senate. The minority leader 


added that duties proposed in the 
Fordney bill were “prohibitive and

Te Cost Consumer. 

“Tt is the first time,” 3ai4 Mr.

NEW LEGAL TEETH 


Would Amend Volstead 
Law, Making Jail Sen- 
tences Mandatory for 
All Violations. 


Washington, January 31.—Prohli- 


bition leaders in congress are hop- 
ing to. tighten up the Volstz2ad law. 

They are planning new legislation 
to provide a flat jail sentence for 
the first offense of selling liquor, 
Without giving the courts the op- 
tional right of imposing a fine.

JOHNSON REPEATS 
TREATY ATTACK 


| Secretary Colby, Howev- 
er, Refuses to Join 


“Ghost Dance” on Japa- 
nese Question. 


Washington, January 31.—People 
of western states are “entitled to 
know, and know now,” what dispo- 
sition of the Japanese settlement 
problem is .made in the tentative 
Shidehara-Morris treaty, Senator 
Johnson, republican, California, de- 
clared today in a formal statement. 
He reiterated that the treaty in ef- 
fect repealed the California alien 
land laws. 

“If Senator Johnsom expects to do 
a ghost dance on this subjecf, he’s 
got to do it without me as a part- 
ner,” Secretary Colby declared to- 
day in an informal statement, reply- 
ing to the California senator's -lat- 
est statement on the proposed Amer- 
ican-Jhpanese treaty. 

Tells Source. 

Referring to his own statement 
of last week and Secretary Colby’s 
comment upon it, Senator Johnson 
said: 

“The secretary of state says that 
my comment upon the tentative 
agreements made by Ambassadors 
Shidehara and Morris is based upon 


an ‘erroneous assumption’ and that 
the dangers which 1 suggest do not 
present themselves in those agree- 
ments. My comment was induced 
by press reports purporting to em- 
anate from authentic sources. From 
these I stated a treaty had been ten- 
tatively agreed upon which in ef- 
fect repealed the California alien 
law. he secretary of state says 
in substance this is not so. Either 
the press reports are erroneous or 
Mr. Colby is misinformed. I am 
constrained to believe that Mr. Col- 
by is in error. 

“But a controversy between the 
secretary of state and myself as to 
what is contained in the report“of 
Ambassador Morris is of no conse- 
quence. The contents of the report 
are all importan&® Mr. Colby, has 
the report, The people of the west 
to whom this subject is of para- 
mount importance are entitled to 
know “what that report contains. 
Yesterday it was discpssed at length 
in Japan. Our peohle should not 
have to await its detail through 
Japanese news channels. 

People Should Know. 


‘It is not sufficient that the rep- 
resentatives from California, or the 
foreign relations committee, under 
a promise of secrecy, should finally 
know what disposition is intended 
to be made of the agricultural lands 
of California and other western 
‘states. The people of these western 
states are entitled to know it, and 
entitled to know it. now. , 

“The grave question here'\is not 
whether I am right in saying that 
a treaty has been presented which 
in effect repeals our alien land 
laws, or whether Mr. Colby is night 
in saying that no such draft of a 
treaty has been presented. The mat- 
ter is far beyond any personal con- 
troversy. The questian is, what has 
been done on the subject .in- which 
the west -is most interested and 
which most intimately concerns the 
west’s future. And the west should 
be told forthwith.”

Washington, January j31.—<(Spe- 
cial.)}—Representative leaders froin 
various farm organizations in Amer- 
ica will tomorrow fire the first guo 
in a war on the American Farm Lbu- 
reau federation: that promises not 
only to become a-barrage before the 
week is out, but to array farm or- 
ganizations against each other in 
the most sensational fight ever wit- 
nessed between potential forces of «a 
single great industry in this coun- 
try. 

The specific charge will be made 
before the house banking and cur- 
rency committee at a special hear- 
ing for the purpose called for Tues- 
day, «hat the American Farm’ feder- 
ation is wholly a private organiza- 
tion, composed of a private citizen 
membership for private and co-oper- 
ative purposes only, and that it is 


not only being promoted, but organ- 
ized in the’ several states and coun- 
ties on a fee basis and yet at the 
expense of the taxpayers of the na- 
ion through usurpation of the 
Smith-Lever extension fund, and the 
great county agents’ machine: per- 
fected and employed under the. pro- 
visions of that law. ; 

News of the impending fight has 
spread to all parts -of the nation, 
and farm leaders are hurrying into 
Washington from all sections today 
ty» for@fy or rebutt' the charges. 
Documgntary evidence has been ac- 
cumulated to prove, it is alleged, 
that farm demonstrators who are 
paid for their services by cambined' 
federal, state and county aids are 
used generally throughout the coun- 
try to promote the farm bureau fed- 
eration, the purpose of which, it is 
alleged, is to backfire on and put 
out of business all other farm or- 
ganizations in America. Also that 
the farmers and allied business in- 
terests are told in numberless cases 
that membership in the farm bureau 
is essential, or certainly advanta- 
geous, in reaping desired benefits 
from the government’ extension 
work under the provisions of the 
Smith-Lever act and also the inde- 
pendent extension work of the de- 
partment of agriculture guaranteed 
in the annual agricultural appropri- 
ations bill. 


Two Million Members. — 


The charge will be made that the 
American Farm Bureau Federation, 
functioning through its. various 
State and county farm bureaus, has 
a membership of around two mil- 
lion, a majority of whom are not 
actual dirt farmers. These members 
are each required to pay annual 
dues, it is charged, and the organ- 
zation is thus permitted not only 
to pay large salaries to a huge staff 
of rational officials ag well as 
to officials in the several states 
and even in the county units, but 
that it is accumulating for propa- 
gandaring and other purposes enor- 
mous sums of money by. reason of 
the alleged free use of government- 
built and expensively operated ma- 
chinery for carrying on extension 
and educational work in agriculture. 
intended for. the benefit of all the 
people without regard to the for- 
tunes-of privately incorporated or- 
ganizations.

HARDIN APPEALS CASE 
AND 1S SEEKING BOND 


Circuit Court of Appeals 
Will Review Grubb’s 


Decision. 


The case in the United States dis- 
trict court against John Henry Har- 
din, famous Cherokee county moon- 
shiner who was convicted’ last 
Thursday on a charge of operating 
a big still and was sentenced to 
serve 15 months in the federal pen- 
itentiary, will be reviewed by the 
erent court of appeals next Octo- 

er. 

Petition to carry the case to the 
higher court on a wirt of error was 
filed by Hardin Monday morning, 
Judge W. I. Grubb, presiding at the 
emergency criminal session of fed- 
eral court, through Hardin's coun- 
sel, Clay’ and Blair and nderson 
and Roberts. The petition was re- 
ferred to Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of 
this district, who signed an order 
allowing the wirt of error toa’ be 
filed with the circuit court of ap- 
peals. 

In his assignment of error, Hardin 
contends that no evidence wag in- 
troduced at His trial. to show his 
guilt and that the testimony and 
evidence offered definitely proved 
him not guilty. Hardin’s release was 
permitted by Judge Sibley’s order, 
provided he furnish $1,500 bond. Ef- 
forts were being made Monday aft- 
ernoon to furnish bail for him. 

This is the second case in which 
Hardin has been convicted to be 
appealed to the circuit court. The 
bribery case, in -which-he was con- 
visted of having offered Federal 
Prohibition Agent E. E. Dixon $500 
cash and $500 per month for immu- 
nity from raiding squads in North 
Georgia, was taken ‘to the higher 
court last fall on a rit of error. 
The bribery case is spill pending. 

Hardin was fined §500 last week 
in federal court on a*charge of re- 
moving and concealing 190 gallons 
of whisky. He had previously serveg 
18 months ih the _ federal peni- 
tentiary for distilling, and a charge 
involving violatior of the state pro- 
hibition act is yending in the state 


4 courts. 


The appeals of the distilling case 
came Monday ag an entirely unex- 
peeted development, as Hardin had 
not intimated that the verdict of 
the trial jury would be contested.

LOWNDES AND THE TICK. 
Like a voice out of the dark past 
comes a report that the authori- 
ties in Lowndes county are still 
_encountering formidable resistance 
against the tick eradication law. 

Judge W. E. Thomas, of the su- 
perioy court, says a Valdosta news 
dispatch, has called the grand jury 
to meet in ddjourned session for 
the primary purpose of “consider- 
ing methods for enforcing the cat- 
tle dipping law,’? and the reporter 
goes on to say that— 

“Lowndes county has spent tens 
of thousands of dollars in an ef- 
fort to free the county of cattle 
ticks, and, while some progress 
has been made and some sections 
of-the county ere virtually tick free, 
other sections are almost as badly 
infected as before the work was 
begun four or five years ago. Un- 
der conditions prevailing now, many 
cattle owners and well-posted men 
doubt if the work will ever be com- 
pleted and the country declared 
tick free. Enforcement of the law 
is absolutely. necessary in. every 
section of the county, as well as in 
the adjoining counties, if the ticks’ 
are to be eradicated and the tre- 
mendous expense. stopped, it is 
said.” 

How any intelligent—not to say 
progressive—farmer who is inier- 
ested in his own welfare and the 
best interests of his community 
can stand out against this law, 
especially in this’ day and time 
when ample vindication of it is 
visible upon every hand, is, in- 
deed, hard to understand. 

A: few days ago the department 
of agriculture announced that 
areas aggregating 50,565 square 
miles formerly infested with cattle 
fever’ ticks had been released 
from federal quarantine within the 
last year, bringing. the total area 
that has been cleared of the tick 
pest since the work of eradication . 
was aggressively undertaken in 
1906, to 509,084 square miles. 

Commenting editorially upon this 
significant: development, The New 
York Herald called attention to the | 
fact that up to the beginning of 
the eradication work, “At, Ws al- 
most inrpossible to ae 
cattle in certain parts Of the south.

SCHOOL CHILDREN 
WILL BE LISTED 
ON CARD INDEXES 


As a step preparatory to a more 
rigid enforcement of the compul- 
sory school attendance law, instal- 
lation of a card index system in 
every county in Georgia, in which 
names of all children between the 
aoe of 8 and 14 years will be list- 
ed, was on Monday directed by M. 
L. Brittain, state superintendent of 
schools, in a letter sent to county 
commissioners of education. 

The card index will contain the 
name of each child, age, address, 
sex, length of time in school, grade, 
if not in school, the reason for ab- 
sence, name of employer if employ- 
ed, with the employer’s place of 
business and the kind of employ- 
ment. . ; 

Mr. Brittain said that as the va- 
rious counties and citles vary in the 
manner in which the compulsory 
school attendance laws are en- 
forced, the card index system will 
aid in Saye a uniform enforce- 
‘ment of the law throughout the 
state, and afford mere - protection 
to children of school age.

‘Geological Works 


That the Geological department 
of Georgia is an international as 
well as a nation-wide authority 
upon the scientific matters of which 
it treats is demonstrated by a re- 
quest received by State Geologist 
Samuel W. McCallie for bulletins of 
the geological: survey of Georgia 
by the University of Glasgow, Scot- 
land. 

The request was contained in a 
letter to Mr. McCallie from Profes- 
sor J. W. Gregory, of the geologi- 
cal department of the University of 
Glasgow, in which the Scottish pro- 
fessor stated that although he had, 
on numerous occasions seen bulle- 
tins of the geological survey of 
Georgia in scientific libraries of 
London, he was unable to find bul- 


letins of the survey in Glasgow. 

iState Geologist McCallie has 
made arrangements to send a set 
of thirty-five volumes of works of 
the Geological survey, prepared 
from scientific data adduced from 
the investigations of this depart- 
ment. in addition to this set of 
books, which will be placed in the 
lribrary of the Glasgow university, 
three bulletins of the survey espe- 
clally ae by the Scotch pro- 
fessor will be sent. : 

Professor Gregory stated in his 
letter to State Geologist McCallie 
that he had recently returned from 
extensive travels in the interest of 
scientific investigation in the geo- 
logcal field. He said he believed 
that the books, besides being of 
considerable educational value as 
reference works at the university, 
would assist him in the preparation 
of a scientific treatise upon beaux- 
ite deposits, which he intended to 
begin shortly. 

Mr. McCallie stated that few per- 
sons in Georgia realize the value of 
the work of the geological depart- 
ment, not “ge from a purely scien- 
tific standpoint, but in revealing 
the presence of valuable mineral de- 
posits within the state.
